Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a telephone conversation with Lee Cheng on 10/18, the appeal 
brief of record was discussed with regard to the formality of the claims appendix. The examiner had sent a notice of 
non-compliance because the claims appendix lists all claims as opposed to listing the sole claim on appeal.
